A recent news despatch sheds some light on

In St. Ann's, Nova Scotia, Mr. A. M. MacKenaie, 
;^a. GaeliL' scholar of note, says that the "Mc's" 
l^^opped the "a*' fiom the jjreftx because of lazi- 
^; ness^— lh:kt and a desire to save ink. 
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■ We don't suppose that Canadians are different 
from the rest of the world in their attitude to- 
wards domestic issues. They either"' hoc their 
own acre and the devil with the next county, or 
they ^vork themselves into a lather over un* 
employment in Timbucktoo oblivious to what is 
roosting on their back stoops. 

Canada is not an united country; how to 
acTiicvc that unity is its major qttestion mark. 
For six years, as the stress of war brought in* 
tcrnal conflicts to the surface. Canadians shouted 
cUre-alls to each otjior until the air was blue. 
Now, all Is stin. One might think from this post* 
war reticence thai all was rcKOlved to the nation* 
al satisfaction. 

The war did not reconcile Quebec to a broader 
vi:;ion; it did not breach the barrier of muskeg 
that M^parates the cast from tho west nor level 
the Hockios and bring British Columbia into the 
fainily parlor; it did not bring pennancnt pros- 
perity to tlio Maritimes nor find the answer ti> 
the dominion- provincial riddle. AH these arid 
many more, the problems of n country too big 
Tim\ ungainly, its people too younj; and its land 
too fertile in one place, too sterile in another, 
remained ttnanswcred by the war, Will they re- 
main unsolved until tho next crisis? 

Ak a start, wl\ might accept without further 
fuss the fact that there are two official lauftuagcs 
in Canada, English and French, and with them 
the advantages to be had in the continuity of the 
liest of two culturoSv We should lie patting our- 
selves on the back for the gain instead of com- 
plaining about it to our hiw-makei's. 

Instead of scooting across the border every 
time we get a titth ><.is and a few extra dollars, 
wc might get acqui.intcd with our neiglibors 
three concessions over. Let's find out about Can- 
ada first. It's a big place but nnt so big thnt we 
can afford to be ignorant about it. It would help, 
too, if we stopped being snooty about New Cana- 
dians. Jf it has to be done, leave it to the Indians, 
for as the original inhahilants, thoy arc the only 
ones to fully possess that privilege. We are nil 
of immigrant stock and the Now Canadians of 
this age are bringing more to this country than 
many of us are now conlribiitint:. 

We should be spending more time discussing a 
Canadian Bill of Rights; injustice in the bad^" 
woods is just as painful as on the city streets. 
Let's Iweomo nalionally-minded — not with the 
misguided ^eal that has charaeicrizcd the would- 
l*e's of the past— but with a breadth of lolemnce 
that accepts what is good enough for Montreal, 
Que., i» good enough for l*ashburn, Sask. 

Tiicy tell us day in and day out that Canada 
can exert a lasting infitiencc for goo*l on world 
affairs. I^ey lell il to us so often that we arc 
l>eginning to tiiink we exist for that purpose by 
some sort of divine right.

The shortness of the blooming 
period Is dtsoppointlnt? Tar the 
most port, Stni\ the show Is so 
gorgODU-s and beautiful while It 
lasts thnt [ wouldn't be without 

To start with, we have the big* 
gGSt member of the family, the 
Oriental poppy. In most gardens 
the bloom only Insts a week. 
However, with n selected variety 
of the nnmed sorts, thfit can Iw 
doubled. 

In addition to their short 
blooming season, poppies have 
other faults. One ii the difficul- 
ty in tronsplantine. With an- 
nuals it Is almost impossible, but 
with the perennial ii can be done 

during their dormant slate, 

usually in Aii(!u<it That's the 
time they are shipiied from the 
nursery, and that's the reason 
I'm writing about them al this 
lime, ,-"'.■ 

The Oricnlais can be oljtained 
in a wide variety of colors, white 
through light pmk to cerise* 
from liglit to dark red. lavender^ 
maliogany, and btirgantiy. There 
is no true yellow, but one var- 
iety is Gold of Ophir. This is 
said to bo yellow-orange and is 
tlie nearest lo yellow, 

Jn mentioning names I don't 
want to givt- tiie impression that 
I am naming; the best vai-ielies. 
That's a matter of individual 
taste. One, however, I don't 
hesitate to recommend as one of 
llie best. It is Salmon Glow. 
This ei{!ht'lnuh flower is very 
doul)It\ My wife went out lo 
try and see the centre but she 
iKteked away wiien she found U 
so full of bees. She did get a 
look the next morning before 
the bees f^ot aroimd^ but couldn't 
see the centre. Later flowors, 
though, were only somi-doublc 
and finaily sinyle. This ts a 
characteristic of the variety. 

Another one 1 liiccd was a 
light, clear pink, called Joj'ce, 
an<l still another. Snow Plnme. 
This has white markings at the 
base to contrast with the brilli- 
ant red of the rest of the flower, 
a contrast that made the name 
appropi^atv. Another fault of 
these poppies i.s their inclination 
lo spread, partleutarly the older 
varieties and the doubles. Sal' 
mon Glow is an exception here. 
It seems lo behave lietter. 
Grown from seed sown where 
the plants are to flower, tiiey be- 
have alri(iht, iMit as one man 
wrote once, cut the roots and 
they soom to become imbued 
with a desire to conquer the 
world. 

The annuals are very lovely, 
and while their season is short, 
still is longer tiian the Orientals. 
x\s I said tarlicr, they must- be 
sown where tiiey are to flower, 
since it is almost impassible ti> 
transplant them. I say almost. 
Ijecatisc once upon a time f suc- 
eeedfd when I didn't know any 
better than to try, ! had to work 
in the pouring rain to do it. but 
f hated to see a patch of a huii- 
drefl Or more to the sciuare foot 
lio lo wasl*y, However, t am not 
advising wny of you lo try ii. 

California poppies are annuals 
that have a lonj; season of 
binom. from June until frost- 
yellows and onmges prcdontin* 
ate, but pinks am) Tudm are also 
<>blainable. Last but not least 
there is the Tt^land iwppy. This 
perennial variety has a longer 
season of bloom than most flow- 
ers. Starting in late April, theyi 
continue in l)Ioom until August. 
TJien, like their big cousins, they 
have a rest period. Later lliey 
slart bSooniiog again, and con- 
limie until frost. While they are 
classed as perennials^ they don't 
sci.'m to be very iontj-lived, and 
fresh sowing of seed ever,y 
crjuj)!e of year^i or m is advis- 
able. The predominating colors 
in these are while, yellow, and 
orange, with sometimes pink 
and light red.
